TEACHERS'MINIMUM PAY$45 


(Governor Signs Bill Naming Lowest 


Salary Under Apportionment of 


: 
State School Fund. 


' Madison—Tho legislature has made 
ipossible many school teachers of the 
•state receiving an increase In salary 
•during tho coming year. The legisla- 
ture has passed and tho governor has 
just signed the bill fixing the mini- 
onum salary ' of teachers at $45 a 
izuonth. 
, . 


The first minimum salary law was 


onacted in Wisconsin in 1913 fixing 
rthe salary of teachers at not less than 
$40 a month. School men claim that 
tthe minimum salary law has brought 
.better teachers into the profession. 


In order to enforce the provision for 


this minimum salary tho law as just 
signed by the governor provides that 
"'no apportionment of school funds 
fihall bo made to any city, village or 
town" unless the 
common school 


shall have been taught by a qualified 
teacher paid a salary of not less than 
$45 a mouth. 


Gov. 
Philipp has also signed the 


Everett bill providing for a co-ordina- 
tion of state work and of department- 
al co-operation. 
The law provides 


that the departments shall exchange 
information, and may jointly employ 
or make assignments of employes as 
the beat interests of the public serv- 
ice require. 


WANT STATE SUPERVISION 


Many Cities of Wisconsin Petition

Commission Power. 


Madison—Upwards of a dozen cities 


of the state have petitioned the legis- 
lature in favor of tho Wllcox bill, giv- 
ing the state railroad commission 
power to order extension ol street 
railway lines, when the commission Is 
satisfied that the bost Interests of the 
community will bo served by the ex- 
tension. The senate has just passed 
tho Wllcox bill on this subject.

Before It ended the sub- 
marine had fired 35 shots and the 
steamer 25. The American linor, aft- 
er destroying the enemy, proceeded to 
Its port of destination. 


Although Uie identity of the liner Is 


withheld it is stated that it was not 
the Mongolia, which reports from Lon- 
don stated was attacked by a subma- 
rine. 


The official report as made public by 


the state department was as follows: 


"Cabled advices to the department 


of state tell of a battle between an 
armed merchant steamer and a sub- 
marine In which the submarine ap- 
parently was sunk by the guns of the 
American vessel manned by an Amer- 
ican naval crew. 


"The submarine was first sighted at 


a distance of 7,000 yards. 


"The submarine was armed with a 


six-Inch gun forward and another aft. 
The U-boat flew no Hag. 


"On sight of the submarine the 


steamer hoisted the American flag. 
Then the commander waited ten min- 
utes. 


"As the submarine approached the 


steamor the latter fired. Th^ subma- 
rine responded. 


"The steamer maintained a .speed 


which would bring the submarine with- 
in range. Then followed a nglu which 
lasted an hour and a half. 


"By that time the submarine had 


fired 35 shots and the steamer 25. 


"The last shots of the steamer ap- 


parently struck the submarine which 
raised clean out of the water, stern 
up.- 


"It stood stern up for a few sec- 


onds and then disappeared. 


"The captain of the steamer and the 


commander of'the guard believe that 
the submarine sank Immediately. 


"Tho steamer suffered no damage."

TEACHERS' MINIMUM PAY$45 


.Governor Signs Bill Naming Lowest 


Salary Under Apportionment of 


; 
State School Fund. 


' Madison—The legislature has made 
possible many school teachers of the 
•state receiving an increase' in salary 
during the coming year. Tho legisla- 
ture haw passed and the governor has 
just signed the bill fixing the mini- 
mum salary of teachers at $-15 a 
ononth. 
The first minimum salary law was 


•enacted in Wisconsin in 1913 fixing 
•the salary of teachers at not less than 
'440 a month. School men claim that 
i-the minimum salary law has brought 
better teachers into the profession. 


In order to enforce the provision for 


this minimum salary the law as just 
signed by the governor provides that 
"no apportionment of school funds 
shall be made to any city, village or 
town" unless the 
common school 


shall have been taught by a qualified 
teacher paid a salary of not less than 
$-15 a mouth.

Philipp has also signed the 


Everett bill providing for a. co-ordina- 
tion of state work and of department- 
al co-operation. 
The law provides 
that the departments shall exchange 
information, and may jointly employ 
or make assignments of employes as 
the best interests of the public serv- 
ice require.

: The American liner easily could have 
escaped without giving battle, but did 
not do so. When the submarine was 
first sighted It was some 7,000 yards 
distant. 
The American craft waited 


for tin; submarine, hoisting the Amer- 
ican Hag to the foremast and rear ling- 
staff. 
The fight began at a range of 


2,.*JOO yards. Before it ended tin; sub- 
.marine had fired ,'io shots and the 
steamer 25. The American liner, a!4- 
er destroying the enemy, proceeded to 
its port of destiuation. 


Although the identity of the liner is 


withheld it is stated that it was not 
the Mongolia, which reports from Lon- 
don stated was attacked by a subma- 
rine. 


The official report as made public by

marine In which the submarine ap- 
parently was sunk by the guns of the 
American vessel manned by an Amer- 
ican naval crew.

A neces- 
sary tool for testing Is the Ble, which 
cannot scratch a real diamond, al- 
though It quickly loaves Its mark on 
an imitation. Better than the illc It, the 
sapphire, for the sapphire Is the next 
hardest stone to the diamond. Any 
stone Ihat a sapphire cau scratch Is 
assuredly not a diamond. 


IE you put a small drop o£ water on 


the upper facet of a brilliant and touch 
It with the point of a pencil the drop 
will keep Its rounded form, but the 
stone will remain clean and dry. 
In 


case of an Imitation the drop immedi- 
ately spreads out. Plunge a diamond 
Into'water and it will be plainly visible 
and will glirtor through the liquid, but 
an Imitation stone is almost Invisible. 


If you look through n diamond, as 


through n bit of glass, al a black dot 
on a sheet of white paper you will see 
one single point clearly. 1C you see sev- 
eral points or n blur of. blade It is im 
imitation. 
The white sapphire, the 


white topaz and rock crystal are fre- 
quently sold as diamonds, but Imita- 
tions nro more commonly imiile of 
glass.

Made Cylinders Destructive Bombs. 
Photographs of the actual damage 


to the North German Lloyd liner 
Koenig Wilhelm II have been made, 
and they show how the cylinders oi 
her engines were broken and even 
stuffed with a chemically treated cot- 
ton, so that two of her high pressure 
cylinders were virtually turned into 
huge high explosive bombs. 


All this was done while she lay in 


the North river at West One Hundred 
and Thirty-fifth street. New York, ir 
they had been Bet off they might not 
have blown up surrounding property. 
but they would have shattered the 
ship.

This Is why Collector of the Port 


Malone and his entire staff sat up all 
night waiting- for congress to declare 
a state of war existing and upon re- 
ceipt of a flash that congress had act- 
ed, pounced upon the sleeping Ger- 
mans. He had known to some extent 
what was going on, but could not pre- 
vent it while peace remained, as the 
ships were private property and the 
government was determined not to vio- 
late the rights of their owners.

Two high pressure cylinders were 


found to have been stuffed wllli what

There was enough to fill a 


barrel'in each cylinder. Tho substance 
has not yet been put under chemical 
analysis, but It is thought -to have 
been cotton treated with slilco, a liquid 
compound, colorless, fuming and in- 
flammable, which is made by subject- 
Ing silicon to heat in the presence of 
hydrochloric acid gas. It is believed 
this was to have been used to set oft 
gun cotton, which was to have been 
placed in the cylinders just before the 
vessel was seized. 


There was evidence that tackle was 


to be used to hoist the piston of each 
cylinder and drop them by cutting the 
tackle. 
Copper pins that had been 


driven into the cylinder so they pro- 
terted

heads nibbed against them, setting off 
the cotton. This would have burst the 
cylinders and caused damage that on- 
ly could be conjectured. 


As a result of finding the cotton, the 


electric engines, dynamos, pipe lines 
and other parts of the liner ure iwlng 
opened up for traces of explosives. If 
none are found, the cunning of the 
Germans will have gone nimost for 
naught and the Koenig Wilhelm II 
soon will be ready for RC.O. 


GERMANS TO REWRITE BIBLE

of war flying. It is realised that tbe 
United States army is not on a war 
basis regarding machines, but It Is un, 
derstood that both the British and 
French services are prepared to Bur- 
nish them temporarily, just as these 
two services now exchange machines 
as necessity demands.

New York.—The manufacturers are 


exhibiting their usual Interest in the 
colors which may come Into fashion 
next autumn. 


To the layman, tills forelmndedness 


seems to be vitally wasted, but the 
man behltfd the business knows that 
now la the appointed hour to look with 
sharpened eyes Into the near future. 


Merchandise Is u stupendous bulk 


of material that quickly goes Into prollt 
or loss. It makes or mars a merchant 
and affects thousands who owe to his 
cleverness their chance to live In com- 
fort. If he docs not look ahead with 
an eye and mind trained to take Into 
account every minor and major hap- 
pening, and every shadow of coming 
events, he goes down Into debt and 
carries the thousands with him. When 
those who nre more Interested than 
ever before In the production of wom- 
an's apparel because of the strain 
caused by the war and tho feeling of 
false economy, say among themselves 
that this color and that fabric will 
luive.no chance for popularity next 
winter, then they decide a momentous 
Issue. 


They realize that the public must be 


Induced to buy while tho buying Is 
good;'while It can make use of the 
pieces of merchandise that exist and 
which may soon cease to be worth 
while. 
Tho public;, Itself, wants to 


know the prospects for the success of 
every garment. If Its service is to be 
of short duration, then wisdom dictates 
that It must be made .to yield every 
ounce of service now. 


Many of us would willingly buy a 


garment, or a piece of. cloth, If we 
\vere candidly told that It would not 
serve us long, but- that It would last 
for another three months, giving that 
ns the reason for Its reduction from 
the original price. But we feel cheat- 
ed and humiliated when, after buying 
something that was supposedly rising 
up the hill of popularity, we find that 
it Is quickly going, down hill. 


Weary Quickly of Clothes. 


Most of us are guilty—If crime It 


[H!—Of wearying of what we possess 
In the way of clothes before they have 
given us value for money expended, 
and we willingly give them up under 
the pressure of an excuse that will 
satisfy our conscience. 
If we buy 


often and without undue expense, we 
right happily fling away tho purchase 
when Its time comes to go. 


It Is this psychological truth that 


lies down deep In tho spirits of the 
majority, that makes ,lt possible for 
the department shops to reap a snug 
fortune each'season out of the mod- 
lahly cut and cheaply priced garments 


Here Is the Arab hood for sports 


clothes. Gown of gray and,gold Jer- 
sey cloth with cowl and tasselfed belt. 
Full sleeves put Into tight cuffs. 


that are speedily bought up by the 
women who make no pretense of going 
In for quality. 


The hue and cry raised against this 


national practice by those who'are 
always trying to adjust the lives of 
tho wage-earners for them from the 
viewpoint of the nonproduclng con- 
sumer, Is merely sending sound into 
nlr. It Is running against the very 
foundation of human nature. 


Why insist that those who have little 


to spend on raiment should spend it 
on • uniforms, on somber and demure 
garments that proclaim themselves out 
of style; that announce to the world: 
Here goes one who has llttlo chance 
for pleasure. The girl who has a mite 
for clothes would prefer to spend that 
mite often on what she likes rather 
than to hoarc'l many mites together In 
order that she may get soirio piece of 
apparel of good quality that will out- 
last her desire for It or Its own fashion. 


The manufacturers realize that they

stance, had all they .conld do to sup 
ply tho Immense demands of the thou 
sands of women who came Into money 
suddenly.through the high wages paid 
their husbands or their own suddenly 
discovered wage-earning capacity. 


There is every reason to suppose 


that when the first excitement of war 
is over our women will go on buying 
the kind, of clothes they prefer, but 
the manufacturers have decided that 
it is best to look forward to soberer 
colors than we have worn. 


Will Silks Grow In Strength? 


Another question Important to the 


people who sell apparel has to do with 
silk. We have been weaving it reck 
lessly, and without regard to the fact 
that we could have cotton. All classes 
have indulged in silk weaves for every 
kind of garment, and the majority 
scorns to have forgotten that In the 
near past only those, with fine incom'es 
Indulged in that luxury, and even they 
guarded their silk, things. 


. It Is believed, however, by those who 
balance conditions, that tho American 
woman can continue to Indulge her- 
self In the wearing of silk because 
woolen will bo needed by our govern- 
ment or one across the sea. Cotton 
things are expensive and will become 
more so, because the raw material Is 
sorely wanted by all countries. 
So 


It may turn out to-be silk 'for econ- 
omy's sake. There is also reason to 
believe that satin and velvet will be 
In strong demand for the winter.

sible for us to visit.

the middle West and the Pacific slope 
should naturally have been visited by 
any foreign mission Umt realized fully 
the moaning of America's immensity. 
We must go back to war In England,

"May the visit which Is now coming 


to an end Interpret for you the grati- 
tude of the country from which we 
have been sent, nnd may the comrade- 
ship which has been recently inaugu- 
rated load to a better mutual under- 
standing, perpetual as the peace for 
which we are going to fight together."

or loss. It makes or mars a merchant 
and affects thousands who owe to his 
cleverness their chance to live in com- 
fort. If he does not look ahead with 
an eye and mind trained to take into 
account every minor and major hap- 
pening, and every shadow of coming 
events, he goes down into debt and 
carries the thousands with him. When 
those who are more interested than 
ever before in the production of wom- 
an's apparel because of the strain 
caused by the war and the feeling of 
false economy, say among themselves 
that this color and that fabric will 
have no chance for popularity next 
winter, then they decide a momentous 
issue. 


They realize that the public must be 


induced to buy while the buying is 
good; -'while it can make use of the 
pieces of merchandise that exist and 
which may soon cease to be worth 
while. 
The public, itself, wants 


know the prospects for the success of 
every garment. If its service is to be 
of short duration, then wisdom dictates 
that It must be made -to yield every 
ounce of service now. 


Many of us would willingly buy a 


garment, or a piece of cloth, if we 
u-ere candidly told that it would not 
serve tis long, hut that it would last 
for another three months, giving that 
as the reason for its reduction from 
the original price. But we feel cheat- 
ed and humiliated when, after buying 
something that was supposedly rising 
up the hill of popularity, we find that 
It is quickly going down hill.

They 'think that the state of war will 
result in the choice by our women of 
sober clothes, even though they may 
be expensive ones. France, it is true, 
went in almost hysterically for dull 
clothes even before a single batch of 
wounded was brought home, but nei- 
ther England nor Canada cut out the 
buying of colorful clothes, nor did the 
women of those countries seem to 
think it was necessary to economize. 
The English department shops, for in- 
stance, had all they could do to sup- 
ply the immense demands of the thou- 
sands of women who came into money 
suddenly through the high wages paid 
their husbands or their own suddenly 
discovered wage-earning capacity. 


There is every reason to suppose 


that when the first excitement of war 
is over our women will go on buying 
the kind, of clothes they prefer, but 
the manufacturers have decided that 
it is best to look forward to soberer 
colors than we have worn. 


Will Silks Grow in Strength? 


Another question important to the 


people who sell apparel has to do with 
silk. 
"We have been wearing It reck- 


lessly, and without regard to the fact 
that we could have cotton. AU classes 
have indulged in silk weaves for every 
kind of garment, and the majority 
seems to have forgotten that in the 
near past only those with fine incomes 
Indulged in that luxury, and even they 
guarded their silk things. 


It is believed, however, by those who 


balance conditions, that the American 
woman can continue to indulge her- 
self in the wearing of silk because 
woolen will be needed by our govern- 
ment or one across the sea. 
Cotton 


things are expensive and will become 
more so, because the raw material Is 
sorely wanted by all countries. 
So 


it may turn out to be silk for econ- 
omy's sake. There Is also reason to 
believe that satin and velvet will be 
In strong demand for the winter.
